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izations and units will be notified, such notice giving the follow- 
ing information;

b. Statement that for the purpose of requisitioning and 
distribution, organizations and units will no longer consider the item 
Or items as Newly pyandardi vod, and may initiate requisitions on stated 
basis of issue. 

%. Prior to receipt. of he above notificatien, all pepe es 
for such items will be cancelled except where it is clearly indicated 
that a very urgent use for item exists, constituting an actual emergency. 

4,’ This procedure will not apply to Newly Standardized Books, 
which will continue to be distributed automatically as stocks become 
available. 


Fide REQUE ISTS FOR MEDICAL SUPPLY ITEMS, ‘Vale requests are being 
received by commer¢ial firms in thé United States from individuals in 
overseas medical units for various itemsof Medical Supply. This prac- 
tice will be discontinued. All requests and requisitions for medical 
supplies, either standard or non-standard, are to be processed through 
prescribed military channels and by established procedures.
